THE RAILWAY BARGAIN 



Contractor Mackenzie Coniident 
Will Be Carried Out— Rumored 
Million Loan. 



Ottawa Government Planning for 
Overland Connection Through 
All Canadian Territory. 



Montreal, Feb. 15. — (Special)— It waa 
reporied here that Mackenzie and Mann 
had borrowed a million dollars from the 
Sun Life here to construct the Yukon 
railway. Mr. Mackenzie was here to 
day on his way to England. He says 
the contract with the government is 
bound to ba carried out. Ho denies that 
his firm is negotiating with the Sun Life 

Tokonto, Feb. 15.— The Globe's Ot 
tawa correspondent discusses the ser- 
iousness of the legislation now Bhaping 
at Washington, the object and effect 01 
which will be to block the proposed 
Stikine river railway by making it im- 
possible or difficult for tho transship 
meut of passengers and freight from 
ocean and river steamers at the mouth 
of ttie river, which lies in United States 
territory, the free navigation rights 
possessed by the British people not ob 
yiating the right of the United States to 
impose conditions in such a case. 

The Globa's correspondent says plana 
may be radically altered, and it may be 
necessary to build from Port Simpson or 
Observatory Inlet, which would make 
the route free of all connection with the 
United Sjates. This, however, would 
entail an additional railway of 180 miles, 
the distance from Observatory Inlet to 
Glenora, where the Teslin Lake railway 
starts. This could not be done until 
September, 1809, 

"In the meantime," asks the corre- 
spondent, auggeBtively, " what ia to be 
done with Klondike? If the Americans 
boycott us at Wrangel, and prevent us 
from going in that way, shall we never- 
theless permit them to swarm in by their 
routeB and help themselves to what iB 
tbere, or can we place some restriction 
upon their entering until we oureelveB 
are ready to tako a hand?" This per- 
tinent question is doubtlesB receiving the 
attention of the government. 

Toronto, Feb. 15.— (Special) — The 
Mail's Ottawa correspondent says : "The 
announcement that the minister of rail- 
ways' agreements with the C.P.R. for 
running rates over tho Intel colonial rail- 
way from St. John to Halifax would not 
be renewed next year has earned for 
Mr. Blair the antagonism of tho Can- 
adian Pacific. Railway. In the cabinet 
the failure of the Drummoud County 
bill has loBt him the powerful in- 
fluence of tho G. T. li.. and hie 
well known ditfavor for the Yukon rail- 
way policy this session has stirred up 
againBt him a powerful combination 
which may eventually culminate in his 
being forced to tender his resignation to 
the Premier. Should the thing be 
pushed to this paas, the government will 
find that Andrew G. Blair iB not a man 
who will meekiy take such treatment. 
The minister of railway's withdrawal 
from the government, if it does take 
place, will ha followed by sensational 
developments. 



CANADA'S LATEST PEEK. 

Tho High Commissioner Formally Intro- 
duced in the House ot Lords. 

Montreal, Feb. 15— (Special)— A Star 
cable from London says : Lord Strath- 
coua and Mount Royal took thejoath and 
hia seat in the House of Lords this after- 
noon. He was introduced by Lord Bal- 
four of Burleigh, Secretary of State for 
Scotland, and Lord Bagot, whowas aide- 
de-camp to the Marquis of Lome, when 
lie waa Governor-General of Canada, 
and nephew of Lord Bagot, formerly 
Governor of Canada. 

Most newly fledged peerB make visits 
preparatory to the ordeal, but Lord 
Strathcona entered the House of Lords 
for tho first time in Lib life when he took 
the formal oath and was introduced to 
the Lord Chancellor.

has revealed a highly sensational 
scandal in connection with the Black 
sea licet. The Russian admiralty paid 
for 00,000 tons of coal which was never 
delivered. Accnsed with the contractor, 
who is a Jew, are several naval officers 
at Sebastopol, one of them being the 
senior admiral. 



A RANKING DEAL. 

Senator Cox Reported to Have Patented 
Klondike lor His Institution. 

Montreal, Feb. 15.— (Special)— It is 
stated here that Hon. Geor»e A. Cox has 
been able to Btrike a good bargain with 
the government, and one that will bring 

good round sum into the cofferB of the 
Bank of Commerce. It ia Baid that the 
government has made a deal with the 
Bank of Commerce in Borne way regard- 
'ng the handling of the gold output of 
the Yukon. 



Montreal, Feb. 15.— (Special)— At the 
close of the C.P.R. directors' meeting 
yesterday Vice President ShaughneBsy 
announced that the deal with Mr. Heinze 
for transfer of his railroad and amelting 
interests in the Kootenay district to the 
C.P.R. had been completed. The C.P.R., 
he said, was not going into the smelting 
business to make money out of it. The 
company realized that in order to make 
the mining of lower grade ores abound- 
ing in Kootenay district profitable it 
would be necessary to give miners much 
cheaper means of getting out ore. It 
would therefore provide facilities for 
miners at what they cost. 

The Star eayB: It iB understood that 
the C.P.R, will make a Binelting rate of 
if7.C0 and freight rate of 50 cents, or $7.50 
in all, for the treatment at Trail of Ross- 
land ore. 



SIR. MULOCK'S COMPANY. 

Gross Mismanagement and Fraud Have 
Proceeded Unchecked for Years. 

Tohonto, Feb. 15.— (Special)— At a 
meeting of the Farmers' Loan Company 
shareholders this afternoon J. W. Lang- 
tnuir, president of the Toronto General 
Trust Company, which is liquidator of 
he concern, charged the officials of the 
ompany, three of the principal of whom 
ave absconded, with the grossest mis- 
nanagement and fraud, and the audit- 
rs with the gravest incapacity. The 
nismanaeenient and fraud had proceed- 
ed unchecked-tor years. The assets, he 
said, consisted chiefly of worthless se- 
urities and valueless lands.

Budget or Important Business Disposed of 
at Last Session. 



CUBAN PEACE PROPOSITION. 

Better Terms Offered by the Colonial Gov 
eminent to the Insurgents. 

Washington, Feb. 14. — Autonomy is 
a failure. This is the meat of a volumin- 
ous report which ConBiil-General Lee is 
said to bave forwarded from Havana to 
the state department. And, as if to pre- 
pare the people for action by this gov- 
ernment. Senator Joseph B. Foraker, of 
Ohio, was granted an interview, of 
which the most pregnant sentence was: 
"The whole chapter, as it iB now being 
Written on the island of Cuba, is one of 
horror, shocking to civilization, and of 
such a nature that intervention should, 
be resortesl to, if necessary, to put an 
end to it." 

Havana, Feb. 14. — The following pro- 
positions have been formally tendered 
to the inBurgenta by the colonial gov- 
ernment : 

" First, the volunteers will bo dissolv- 
ed and a Cuban militia formed. 

"Second, the insurgent colonels and 
generals will bo recognized. 

"Third, Cuba will be called on to pav 
only 1100,000,000 out of the $000,000,000 
indebtedness due for both wars. 

"Fourth, Cuba will pay $2,000,000 a 
year for the crown list. 

" Fifth, Cuba will make her own trea- 
ties without interference by the Madrid 
government. 

" Sixth, Spanish products will have 
only a ten per cent, margin of protection 
over similar products from other coun- 
tries, x 

" Seventh, no exiles or deportations 
will be made, even in war time to 
Spain, Africa or penal settlements else- 
where. 

" Eighth, death sentences for rebellion 
shall be abolished. 

"Ninth, martial law cannot he or- 
dered by tho captain-general without 
tho assent of both the houses and the 
senate if theso bodies tiro in session, or 
without a majority of the cabinot if they 
aro not in session. 

"Tenth, the archbishop of Santiago 
de Cuba shall always be a native Cuban. 

" Eleventh, the actual insurgent pnrty 
shall have three Beats in the lirBt cabi- 
net. 

" Twelfth, an armistice of 15 days shall 
be granted for tho discussion of the 
termH of peace." 

These termB are accepted by the au- 
tonomist party in full with the excep- 
tions of Senora Galvez, Montero, Zayaa 
and Delonle.

Somenos, B.C., Feb. 10.— The muni- 
cipal council held their second meeting 
on Saturday, the 5th inst. A memorial 
from a public meeting held in Chemain- 
us on tho previous evening waa read, 
protesting againBt the expenditure of 
municipal funds on opening up a road to 
the Mount Sicker mines. The council 
then took into consideration a letter 
from MeBBra. Crease & Crease, giving 
the grounds for the judge'a decision in 
the appeal case. "The Corporation vs. 
H.O. Wellborn;" and a resolution was 
paBsed which, while admitting the ver- 
oict as final and a correct interpretation 
of the law, declared that the municipal- 
ity had a serious grievance, which it is 
incumbent on the council to endeavor to 
have removed. Tho road inspector, Mr. 
D. Evans, was reappointed at his former 
Hillary. A number of bills and the 
treasurer's statement of account were re- 
ferred by the reeve to the finance com- 
mittee, whose report was afterwards re- 
ceived and adopted. The road inspector 
presented a report on the Burvey, by 
himself and Mr. Hugh Bell, of a line of 
road to Mt. Sicker, with an estimate of 
the cost ; a resolution was passed post- 
poning further action until fuller partic- 
ulars were obtained. Councillor W. 
Herd gave notice that he would at the 
next meeting of the council introduce a 
by-law to rpdefine the boundaries of tho 
municipality. The clerk waB instructed 
to prepare the new assessment roll, and 
t bo road inspector to survey the roads 
and make an estimate of the cost of put- 
ting them in repair. 

At the meeting of the local board of 
health, held on the same day, the health 
officer was directed to examine closely 
into the drainage and sanitary condition 
generally of tho CbineBo wash-houses. 
It, was also decided to continue the em- 
ployment of the scavenger, as the inhab- 
itants of Duncan were practically unan- 
imous in their desire to retain his ser- 
vices.

A Cold-Blooded Crime the Perpetrator of 
Which Is Still at Large.

Policeman Forb'ea ar- 
rived within a few minutes, and search 
waB made, but the murderer is still at 
large. An inquest opened here to-day 
and was adjourned until to-morrow* 
noon. Forbes accompanied tho body 
here, and brought Kyle and Ericson.

ederal government busineBB. Mr. 
Wells, manager of the Orangeville 
branch of the Bank of Commerce, will 
represent the bank at Dawson. He iB 
a brother of Dr. Wells, until recently 
physician to the mounted police in 
Yukon. 

Vice-President ShaughnesBy eays that 
the two big vessels bought by C.P.R., 
the Tartar and Athenian, which have 
left Southampton and will reach Vic- 
toria by the end of March, will ply solely 
to the mouth of the Stikine. 

Congressman Lewis has not yet re- 
ceived an answer about the issue of 
miners' licenses at Tagish.

The debate on the Yukon railway bill 
commenced in the Commons to-day, 
Mr. Blair moving the second reading. 
Sir Charles Tupper strongly opposed the 
conditions granted to the contractors 
and severely condemned the government 
for their delay in dealing with Yukon 
matters. He said the government had 
wholly failed to show that they were 
justified in awarding the contract with- 
out tenders.

THE PAKSHAN AEEIVES. 

The W. and A. S. S. Co's New Acquisition 
Makes a Fast Passage from the 
Orient. 

The steamship Pakahan, Oapt. Allen 
Jones, arrived at William Head at 9 
o'clock last night after a smart run from 
Hongkong. This Bteamer has been char- 
tered, ae already announced in the 
Colonist, by the Washington & Alaska 
Steamship Co. for their Alaska line and 
has been secured by them principally 
with a view to relieving the congestion 
now so much felt by the Victoria mer 
chantB. This steamer will be a decided 
acquisition to the present fleet which is 
quite unable to cope with the rush north- 
wards, as she has roomy accommodations 
for a large number of pasaengera and 
stock and capacious holds for cargo. 
When Mr. Pod well, the Benior partner 
of Dodwell Curhll it Co., general agentB 
for the W. it A. S.S. Co., was ou this 
coaat last autumn he personally in- 
spected the accommodation of all the 
steamers then running north and with 
the pointers ho got of the require- 
ments of the trade, and his very ex- 
tensive experience in this line of 
work, he waa able to give very full 
directions to the dock company at Hong- 
kong aB to how the Pakahan should be 
fitted up. She will have accommodation 
for several hundred second claas passen- 
gers, and it is safe to say that her ap- 
pointments will equal in every respect 
those of the very beBt Bteamer now 
trading north. 

The Pakshan has to undergo Dr. 
Watt's inspection, and will arrive along- 
side the outer wharf at 7 a.m. to-day. 
Arrangements have been perfected, and 
men and materials secured for the erec- 
tion of stalls for stock, and as eoon as 
thia work is completed the loading will 
be commenced and the Bteamer will sail 
for Vancouver and northern ports. The 
steamer will lie at tjie wharf all day to- 
morrow and probably next day too, and 
will no doubt bo visited by a large num- 
ber of Victorians. When the Pakshan 
leaves she will carry perhaps the most 
completely outfitted party that has yet 
reached Victoria, viz., the Gypsey Queen 
Mjuing Company, headed by Percy D. 
Whithead, of Chicago. They will take 
up on the Pakshan materials for a 
dredging Bteamer and one year's sup- 
plies for twenty-one people, the mem hers 
of the party.

To be lost at sea for four days and five 
nights with only a pittance of water and 
a morsel of food, to bo tossed about on 
the turbulent ocean like a cork and then 
to be caat up on shore in a surf in which 
no boat could live, is an experience un- 
dergone by three of the crew of the seal- 
ing echoouer Mary Taylor, now cruising 
off the southern coast of Culifomia. 
The men — a boat-puller, steerer and 
hunter — left their schooner on the 25lh 
of last month some forty milea out at 
sea. Like other crews from tho same 
Bchooner they were in quest of seals, {and 
all was well until a Etart for the Mary 
Taylor was about to be made. Then 
they discovered their compass was 
broken. Tho schooner was not in Bight, 
the sea was rising and the men, though 
Btrong-heitrted, realized for the tirBt time 
their perilous position. They had a few 
EcrapB of lunch left and a little fresh 
water to 6tibsiBt on they knew, not how 
long. Of course seal meat to a starving 
man is a delicacy, and what was to 
most dreaded was a want of fresh water 
and the weather turning stormy. How 
wearily the hours paased and what suf- 
fering the men endured mentally and 
physically can best be imagined by the 
mariner who has had some taste of auch 
an experience. The boat was driven 
hither and thither for four days and five 
nights until finally caught in a current 
and wind setting in towards land it was 
carried ashore. As it neared 
land a fierce surf threatened 
the liveB of tho three men 
In soma way, however, the latter 
managed to make a safe landinf 
but the boat was smashed to atomB 
This happened about 70 miles north of 
San Francisco, and about 40 miles this 
side of Drake bay. Here a Swedish 
family reside, whose warm hospitality 
the completely exhausted shipwrecked 
strangers will never forget. Two of the 
sailors are still there, while the third 
made Ms way down to San Francisco 
and told his story to the 8bii Francisco 
papers. These jouruaia published it, and 
in this way the news of the crew's 
safety came to the attention of Captain 
Andrew Nelson, of tho Mary Taylor. He 
had been lookine for the missing boat 
for over a week, and putting in to 
Drake's bay ono day for water secured a 
newspaper containing the atory. He was 
in port for a couple of days and wab 
obliged to obtain four new hands to re- 
place a similar dumber who had de- 
ser'ieu. The ahove incidents of hia 
cruise havo been related in a letter to 
Mr. Andrew Bechtel, the proprietor of 
the California hotel, received a few days 
ago. The letter does not give as late 
news concerning the seal catches aa is 
contained in a despatch from San Fran- 
cisco, and the latter is therefore given aa 
follows :

COLLIDES IN* SEATTLE, 

The steam schooner Hueneme, of 
Seattle, en route north with a full load 
of general freight and as many passen- 
gers as could bo accommodated, called 
at the outer wharf yesterday morning to 
receive us pilot Captain Foster, of thiB 
city. Just before leaving Seattle the 
steamer collided with the Nippon Vuaen 
Kaisha liner Riojun Maru, which was in 
port loading for Japan. The PoBt-In- 
telligencer says the Hueneme Btruck the 
big Japanese Bteamer bow on abreast of 
tho third hatchway. There was a crash 
of steel plates, and a rush on the part of 
those aboard both vessels to pot to placea 
of safety. Several of the Riojun Muni's 
steel plates were broken and bent, and 
water began to leak in on the cargo of 
Hour with which that portion of tho ship 
is loaded. -The full extent of the 
damages to tho steamer cannot yet be 
ascertained, but thoae in charge of the 
vessel say that when the entire damages 
have been footed up the accident will 
cost nearly $10,000. The accident ia said 
to be due to one ofltlie signal bella on 
the Hueneme not working properly.

SHIPBOAED FEVER. 



I was only 11 years of ago, nnd a 
puny boy at that, when my Undo John, 
who was my guardian, Fent me to sea 
aboard of tlio brig May Queen of Lon- 
don. Ho wasn't concerned about my 
health, as I have every reason to be- 
lieve, and I am also quite sure that he 
wouldn't have shed a tear had lie heard 

I was lose at sea. I made tbo voyage 
from London to Valparaiso and to es- 
cape further ill usage deserted tbo brig 
■ami bid away for two weeks. 1 then 
found a good natured captain to take 
me to Rio, from which port I shipped 
as cabin boy on an English hark named 
the Duchess. Shu had a cargo of green 
coffee for Australia and New Zealand, 
carried a crew of 14 men, and few sen 
captains had a kinder heart than her 
skipper, whoso name was Martin. The 
bark left Rio with a fair wind and 
everybody in perfect health, and her 
run to the east until she had sighted In- 
accessible island and left it 100 miles 
astern was something to boast of. Then 
came a dead Hat calm, which lasted for 

II days, with such hot weather that 
everybody suffered day and night. Un 
tho fifth clay of tbo calm two men wero 
■suddenly stricken with a strango ail- 
ment. They first lost their sight, then 
taste and smell departed, then fever 
seized them and they lost their reason. 
They were, reported sick at 8 o'clock in 
tho morning. By 2 p. in. both were 
dead. At (i o'clock a third man was 
.taken down and lived only two hours. 

i,"o one was attacked on tho sixth day, 
livrt oil thp seventh the captain, second 
mate aud a common sailor all came 
down at once. The first complaint, was 
dryness of tho tongue. That was fol- 
lowed in half an hour by loss of sight 
and other senses, anil before noon all 
were dead. Tho bodies wore at onco 
shrouded and committed to tho deep, 
and tlio chief mate, ordered tho hatches 
removed to ventilate tho cargo, and dis- 
infectants were used in tlio most thor- 
ough manner. 

On tho night of tho seventh day a 
sailor who had lain down on tho deck 
in perfect health and soundly slumbered 
for three hours awoke with a parched 
tongue. Water had no power to quench 
his thirst. Ho drank until ho must havo 
imbibed a gallon, and as he turned from 
tho water cask his vision left him in a 
Sash. Ho did not wait to die as the oth- 
ers had done, but groped his way to tho 
ship's side and dropped from the rail 
into the sea. Ho was the sixth who had 
died, aud the living wero now panic 
.stricken. Some went aloft, some went 
below — all avoided each other. Tho only 
exceptions were the mate aud myself. 
Ho talked with me very fully about tho 
situation, seeming glad to have me near 
trim, and after the last death he wrote a 
letter to his wife in England and 
charged mo to see that it reached her in 
caso he should die and I be spared. 

Wo had now lost nearly half our 
crew, and tho ship lay heavy on the 
glassy sea without sign that the calm 
was ever to be broken. On the morning 
of tho eighth day ^Jiere was a better 
feeling, however. No one had been at- 
tacked during tho night, and we began 
to hope that tho epidemic had exhaust- 
ed itself. The bark had, of course, been 
snugged down long before, hut on tho 
forenoon of this day, the sun not being 
quite so fierce, tho hatches were secured, 
things aloft more closely attended to, 
and tho craft made ready tor what 
might happen to a short handed crew. 
At noon every man ate a hearty dinner. 
An hour later four men were taken 
down almost at the same moment, and 
the symptoms wero more violent than 
in any of the preceding cases. They 
were seized with the terrible thirst — 
they drank quarts of water — they went 
mad and died. There! was no burial of 
tho bodies; they were simply thrown 
overboard as soon as life had departed. 
When this had been done, the mate 
called the living around him and said 
there was no longer any hope (hat n 
man would bo spared. Tho captain's 
gig could he got at handily, and in caso 
we wanted to take it and pull away 
from tho ship lie would help to get her 
in the water. The two sailors wero 
eager to bo oil', but my mind was quick- 
ly made up to remain with Mr. Mer- 
vviil. Ho did not express himself either 
way on the subject, but we provisioned 
tho boat, got her down, and tho men 
scrambled into her and pulled away as 
it tbo ship had been on lire or was ex- 
pected to go down. They went off to 
tiio east, and after rowing a couplo of 
miles gavo o'er and raised an awning 
tor shelter. 

When the mate and I wero left alone, 
he wroto up his logbook and also pre- 
pared two statements, which he sealed 
op in bottles and cast overboard. ^Yo 
then burned tar nnd sulphur to disin- 
fect tho cabin and forecastle, and ho 
drank a pint of rum with which ho had 
mixed a largo dose of common black 
popper. I tried to swallow sonic, but it 
was too fiery. 

That night when I went to sleep tho 
fcark was heaving about on tho ground 
GWCll in tho sanio monotonous way and 
Mervvin sat at tho tablo in tho cabin 
reading a book. I slept tho night through 
without n break, and it was sunrise 
when I turned out. I looked into the 
mate's stateroom, but saw that ho had 
not been to bed. I ran on deck, but ho 
was nowhero to bo seen. I called him 
and began a search, and it was a full 



hour before I gave up and realized that 
he was not in the ship. What had hap- 
pened during tho night I could only sur- 
mise. He was either seized with the 
dread epidemic and wandered about and 
fell overboard or the strain on his mind 
was so great that ho deliberately com- 
mitted suicide. Ho had not wakened mo 
or left a message of any sort behind. 

When I fully realized that I was alone 
aboard of the ship, I waa so terrified 
that I hid away in tho cabin for several 
hours. It was not until noon that I re- 
membered the men who had pulled 
away the day before and went on deck 
to look for them. By tlio aid of the cap- 
tain's glass I soon had tho boat under 
my eye. .she had drifted down to with- 
in a mile of the ship, and by going aloft 
I could make out that there was no ono 
in her. 1 was not absolutely certain on 
this point, however, until about 2 
o'clock. By that time she bad drifted 
down to within 100 feet of tho bark, 
and the only relics of tho men to be seen 
were a coat and hat. loir two hours tho 
gig remained so ele>so that I could havo 
reached her by swimming, hut then a 
current tool: her and she drifted slowly 
away to tho north. Aside from the boat 
I remember very little of what occurred 
that day or tho next. The < pidemic had 
taken away 1!J strong and healthy men, 
and why should I he spared? A dozen 
times over I felt the first symptoms, or 
so imagined, ami my troubled sleep was 
tall of the most terrible dreams. Things 
are not at all clear to me, until the morn- 
ing of tl'.e eleventh day of the calm. 
Then ! awoke to find myself as well as 
ever m my lifo and ran on deck to find 
signs of a change in the weather. I was 
ravenously hungry, ami, having often 
assisted tlio cook, I knew how to get a 
fire alight in tin' caboose and prepare 
fond. The nauseating, deathlike smell 
which had hitherto prevailed over the 
shiji had entirely disappeared, and when 
my hunger had been satisfied I readily 
made myself believe that thu fever hail 
gone for good. 

Although only a hid and my experi- 
ence us a sailor limited to mouths, I 
yet had wit enough to look at the cap- 
tain's charts and find our position as he 
had pricked it off. I could tell nothing 
of distances, but I knew the bark was 
on the great highway between tho 
South American ports and tho cape of 
Good Hope. I knew how to make a sig- 
nal of distress of the English flag, and, 
although there was no wind, 1 ran tho 
bunting aloft as soon as thought of. 
During the afternoon I was busy about 
the decks picking up and coiling down 
and seeing that everything was secure, 
and at noon 1 prepared another meal. 

It was :i o'clock in the afternoon be- 
fore tho first eatspaws began playing 
over tlx! glassy surface of tho sea, but 
in the course of half an hour a steady 
breeze set in from the north, and tho 
bark went drifting away before it. I 
marked her drift by compass as east by 
south. I had heard sailors talk much of 
wreck and disaster, and before night 
came on I got out some pieces of sheet 
iron to lay on the deck and prepared 
materials for a beacon fire. I remained 
on deck till half past it) o'clock, ready 
to light my beacon in caso 1 saw the 
light of a craft, and then went to my 
berth and slept soundly till tin hour aft- 
er sunrise. When I gained the deck, I 
saw a sail to the south about eight 
miles away, which must have passed 
close to mo early in the morning. I 
have aways felt certain that this craft 
had daylight in which to see my signal, 
and the fact of the bark having all sails 
furled and being adrift was clearly no- 
ticed, but she kept her way without 
making an investigation. Six times dur- 
ing the long day I went aloft with tho 
glass and swept the sea, but no other 
sail greeted my vision. When night 
came, 1 remained awake until midnight 
and then lay down on deck, but nothing 
happened except that the wind changed 
about to the west and grew somewhat 
stronger. 

Morning came aud brought a clear 
horizon, nor was anything sighted for 
tin' next live days and nights. During 
this interval the breeze blew from every 
point of tho compass except the east, 
hut did not rise to a galo or create a 
heavy sea. I had little to do except to 
cook my meals and go aloft to look for 
sails, hut, I made as much work for my- 
self as 1 could and did not permit my 
mind to dwell on the present or future. 
On the seventh or eighth day of my lone- 
liness, at 1 o'clooi in the afternoon, 
and while tho bark was drifting to tho 
ea.-t under a light breeze, 1 went aloft 
and made out a sail to the north, a sec- 
ond to the south and a third to the west. 
The two first wero too far away to hope 
for assistance. Tho third was coming 
up and must pass mo close. She was but 
a speck on the horizon when I made her 
out, but two hours later I had her in 
plain view, and at 5 o'clock she was up 
with me. She proved to bo the ship 
Amazon of Liverpool, bound for tho 
Capo with soldiers and emigrants, and a 
crew was put aboard of the derelict and 
she was headed for that port in com- 
rany. Ship aud cargo wero worth a big 
sum of money, but I was not entitled to 
a dollar of salvage. There wero those 
who even said i ought to bo thankful 
for my escape from tho epidemic, lot 
alone tho question of a reward. I had to 
fell the story over and over again, make 
affidavits, go into court and sign papers, 
and I may tell you that before I got 
through playing tho hero I was disgust- 
ed willi tho wdiole business and hoping 
nothing of tho sort would ever occur 
again. ' C. B. Lkwis.

Tho 
blame could not he attached to the Eng- 
lish postoflice, for ho had ascertained 
that, us a rule, a telegram handed in at 
any English office left the United King- 
dom within 15 minutes of being handed 
in. 

Tho Baris chamber agreed to give tho 
subject its most earnest consideration, 
with a view to taking steps to obtain 
reform.

FREE SPEECH GUARANTEED. 

The attempt waa made yesterday to 
shut oil' debate on the action of Hon 
Messrs. Turner and Pooley in accepting 
seats on a London directorate; but Mr. 
Speaker receded from his position and 
the discussion went on. The incident 
emphasized the fact that the govern- 
ment wants the question ventilated. In 
order that there may be no miaappre 
hension of the point involved, we may 
mention that there is no intention on 
the part of any one to debate whether or 
not any of the newspapers were guilty of 
a libel. Under the rules of the house 
such a discussion would be ruled out of 
order and could not be carried on unless 
the decision of Mr. Speaker waa over- 
ruled by a vote of the house. 

We truBt that the public now see the 
entire reasonableness of the Colonist's 
position in this matter. How very ab- 
surd it would have been if a matter 
affecting the standing of two members 
of the ministry would have to be omit- 
ted from the discussions of the legisla- 
ture, because some over-ardent news- 
paper men chose to make references to 
the subject in language that led to prose- 
cutions for libel. There were some 
people who really believed the Colon'ist 
was taking a mo3t incendiary position, 
was setting the law at defiance, and 
placing itself where it - could be pun- 
ished summarily by the courts, while 
all the time it was only insist- 
ing upon the right of frees discus- 
sion in the house and in the press. 
This is the stand which the Colonist 
always will take. If it knows anything 
at all, it is as to what its rights are in 
the way of freely treatinc all subjects of 
public interest, and it does not propose 
to be Btopped from exercising those 
rights, nor to sit by and allow other 
papers to be refused the right of free dis- 
cussion, or, what amounts to the Barne 
thing, to be advised that they have no 
right of free discussion, and that their 
mouths can be closed by prosecution. 
It also thinks it understands what the 
rights of the legislature are, and these it 
proposes to contend for. It feels very 
certain that even its moat hostile critics 
will concede that it has been on the 
right side in this matter. 

Now that the discussion, so far aa it 
relates to the freedom of the press and 
the legislature is at an end, wo may add 
our regret that on one occasion an opin- 
ion was expressed in these columns as to 
the guilt of one of the defendants. 



NA ISO TIPS VINE YA RD. 

Was ever a great nation placed in 
such a humiliating position before the 
world as tho United States ia being put 
by those people who seem to have the 
guidance of its policy in regard to mat- 
ters touching tho northbound trade to 
the Yukon? That piece of Canadian 
territory drained by tho Yukon, al- 
though not more than half as largo as 
the adjoining territory of Alaska, and 
smaller tban many of the states of the 
Union, is so big in the eyea of certain 
United States pettifogging politicians 
that they appear to he lying awake at 
night to discover ways of getting ex- 
ceptional privileges there. To what use 
is it that the Hag of tho Union floats 
over half a continent, if United States 
citizens cannot have all tho good things 
to be found in thiH comparatively small 
corner? 

Some of tho demands made are appal- 
ling in their unreasonableness. For the 
permission of transshipping goods at 
SV ran gel, one member of congress wants 
io have it stipulated that Canada shall 



permit every miner who goes into the 
Yukon from tho United States to carry 
2,500 pounds of goods with him without 
paying Rny duty. It ia hard to 
surpass this as a specimen of 
monumental impudence. If this be- 
comes the law of the United 
States, we aro very sure that the verdict 
of the people of the province of British 
Columbia will be to accept no privileges 
on such terma, hut to declare that the 
Yukon country is closed to alien immi- 
gration, at least until such time as aline 
of railway has been built from some 
point on the British Columbia coast. 
We all of ua are anxious to see tho Yu- 
kon developed. Nearly every person 
has made some calculation upon the 
prosperity likely to follow from it; but 
we will all be content to wait rather than 
that the Yukon should bo thus handed 
over to a foreign nation. We do not be- 
lieve that even the congress of the 
United States will pasa ao impudent a 
measure; but if wrong counsels prevail 
at Washington, and anything so deroga- 
tory to the dignity ol Canada Qnda a 
place on tho statute book, there is only 
one course for Canada to take, and that 
is to declare that no alien shall be per- 
mitted to hold a mining claim in the 
Yukon, and that no line of railway shall 
be built into the country except through 
territory in tho undisputed possession of 
tho British crown. 

Canada has acted towards her neigh- 
bor with extraordinary generosity. She 
ia being repaid with tho blackest in- 
gratitude. It is time to give notice that 
there is a limit beyond which the people 
of Canada cannot be pressed, and that 
this limit has been reached. The 
position of the Dominion government is 
attended with some difficulty, but we 
are glad to believe the intention to he to 
take a firm etand upon the right of 
Canada to enjoy the advantages result-in 
from tho development of her great 
wealth. Speaking in tho House of Com- 
mons last week, Sir Richard Cartwright 
said that it was the intention of the gov 
eminent to protect every right possessed 
by the Dominion. We hope they will 
discover a way of doing so and of check 
mating *he plans of our envious and an 
reasonable neighbors. 

Word haB been received from the rev 
enue cutter Bear, sent north by the 
United States government with supplies 
for the whalers imprisoned in the ice off 
Point Barrow. The news, which was 
brought by the echoouer Lakme from 
Dutch Harbor, is not very favorable to 
tho early opening of Behring sea navi- 
gation. The best information led the 
officers of the Bear to expect to be able 
to reach Sledge island, in latitude 01 N., 
but pack ice was encountered aa low as 
02 N. parallel, so that the vessel was 
compelled to land her expedition at 
Point Vancouver, which ia nearly 300 
miles south of St. Michael's. This 
makes the sledge expedition fully 700 
miles longer than waB anticipated, and 
may cause the whole project to fail, 
although a courageous attempt has 
been mads to accomplish it. The 
log of the Bear, or the nar- 
rative compiled from it, indi- 
cates that Norton sound and the 
whole Alaska coast down as far as 
the 00th parallel was locked in ice early 
in December? If the winter is at all 
severe, this would imply that Bteainers 
will be unable to make St. Michael's 
until an unusually late date. We make 
this statement on the strength of the 
fact that the Bear's officers found the 
ice further south by three hundred miles 
than they had reason to expect. 

When will contemporaries stop read- 
ing into Colonist articles thingB that 
the Colonist never dreamed of ? Tho 
other day this paper said that the num- 
erical smallness of the legislature waB 
ono reason why tho sessions were long, 
which leads the Kootenay Mail to think 
this foreshadows an intention on the 
part of the government to increase the 
membership. It foreshadowed nothing, 
but was merely an expression of opinion 
on the subject diecussed. The trouble 
with some of tho Colonist's critics is 
that they never by any accident have an 
original idea, and therefore nose around 
among Colonist editorials foi something 
to write about, and the laat thing they 
credit anyone with ia franknesB. If the 
Colonist should say that two and two 
are four, some opposition paper would 
at once proceed to write an editorial to 
show that this meant either that the re- 
presentation of Eequimalt is to be 
doubled, or that tho government has 
some Eecret deBign of doubling the pos- 
sessions of the Dunsmuir-Rithel-Cohen- 
Heinze, etc., etc., combination. 

Col. Jambs Hamilton Lewis, of Seat- 
tle, a member of the United States 
House of Representatives and a gener- 
ally irrepressible personage, ia now in 
Ottawa interceding for all manner of 
things in behalf of his beloved city. It 
is hard to refuse anything to so charm- 
ing a person as tho gallant colonel, who 
wears a beautiful smile and really very 
elegant clothes ; but wo fear that hu will 
find the plain-going folk at the Canadian 
capital deaf to his mellifluous entreaties. 
We venture to euggest that, if he iB in- 
vited to Rideau Hall and shown a little 
deserved attention, he will have a first- 
rate time, evsn if he must return to 
Washington empty-handed. 

Tin: Seattle Times haa made a not un- 
natural error about the particular Begg 
whose railway < hirter a New York paper 
alleges Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann have) 
bought. Mr. Begg is not a newspaper 



man. He is not the Alexander Begg 
who Btarted the Seattle Telegraph. This 
gentleman died a few months ago. 
Alexander Begg, who with some aesoci- 
atea secured ' a railway charter from 
Glenora to Teslin Lake, is a man who 
has been conspicuous in British Colum- 
bia for hia agitation of crofter immi- 
gration. 

If the government of the United 
States would make up its mind at once 
to settle the Cuban trouble and get in 
and do it, the rest of the world would 
hardly have a word to say in protest. 
What wearies every one ia the eenselese 
and profitless bluster that is engaged in. 
No other country in the world permits 
irresponsible legislators to drag it to the 
verge ot war two or three timea a year. 

The movement to establish a school 
UcrosBo league is an excellent one and 
deeerveB success. The idea is to teach 
boys to put up a good, clean game of 
lacrosse. The teachers are taking a 
lively interest in it. This is as it ought 
to be, for manly games, conducted in the 
right spirit, are of inestimable 
value to young lads. They teach 
courage and self-reliance. 

Dir. Walkem objected to reporters be- 
ing seated on the floor of the house, say- 
ing that when he and Mr. Speaker were 
reporters they had to do their work in 
the galleries on their knees. If the Doc- 
tor and the Speaker would do a little 
more work nowadays on their kneea we 
don't Btippose it would hurt them. 

Tin: dobato on the address ao far haa 
disclosed nothing new. Each opposition 
speaker when he Bits down, after deliv- 
ering himself of what he haa to say, only 
proves the Colonist's proposition that 
when the house met the opposition 
would be found without anything to jus- 
tify tho asaaulta made upon tho govern- 
ment during the receBa. 

Tun Columbian has discovered that 
the references of the Colonist to redis- 
tribution in its brief forecast of the 
speech ia the argument "of admitted 
cowardice, diehoneaty and ineompe 
ency." The folly of using language like 
thia consists in the fact that it ia 
ridiculously exaggerated that no ono be- 
lieves it to be seriously intended.

It certainly is an excellent certifi- 
cate of the aubstantial ohar.ic'.er of Ross- 
land'a progress that two such monetary 
institutions have determined to invest 
in permanent offices there.

B. C. BENEVOLENT SOCIETY. 

A Satisfactory Year for This Useful Phil- 
anthropic Institution. 

The annual meeting of the British 
Columbia Benevolent Society was held 
at Pioneer hall yeBterday, with present : 
Messrs. Alex. Wilson (in the chair), T. 
J. Burnes, Allan Urahame, F. B. Wat- 
son, F. Carne, jr., J. F. Fell, W. Walker, 
J. B. Lovell, W. H. Mason, and Mrs. M. 
Adams, while the following were repre- 
sented by proxy, viz. : R. Hall, Joseph 
Wilson, "B". BoggB, G. E. Munroe and 
Pemberton & Sona. After the minuteB 
of laat annual meeting had been read 
and confirmed tho president's report 
read as follows : 

"Ladies and Gentlemen : — We have 
now reached our twenty-sixth anniver- 
sary meeting, and I am happy to inform 
you that the society, although it had to 
commence tho year 1897 with the very 
small balance of $72. 17, has been able to 
keep its existence and no case of dis- 
tress or need that has been worthy of 
help and that haa been brought to the 
notice of- the society's officers has been 
neglected. The treasurer's report shows 
that only a Binall portion of the funds 
during the past year have been derived 
from subscriptions and donations the 
amount being $'208, the principal revenue 
coming from the very excellent concert, 
' Farmer's Grand Mass,' got up by Mr. 
P. Victor Austin and a number of ladieB 
and gentlemen after a great deal of in- 
dustrious and careful rehearsal and 
management, this produced $100.30; 
then there was tho collection of $200.05 
at the Diamond Jubilee service and the 
be quest from our good friend, the late 
lamented Mr. L. E. Erb, which le»s the 
probate duty charged by the government 
was $285. 

"One hundred and thirty relief or- 
ders of different kinds have been aiv'en, 
amounting to an expenditure of $388 72, 
and after deducting the necessary ex- 
penses leaves a balance of $103.75 to 
commence the present year. The small- 
ness of the relief expenditure is caused 
by the fact that orders triven for food, 
etc., have been for smaller amounts 
generally than in former years, and it 
was deemed prudent to do so, as there- 
by a sufficiency of funds would bo in 
hand to meet the possible expense for 
fuel if the winter should turn out a 
severe one. Tho season moreover has so 
far been more than usually mild, and 
consequently tho saving for thia neceB- 
sa'y haa been largo. 

"The Women's Friendly Help Associa- 
tion has been of great assistance to us in 
not only aiding us in tho dispensation of 
charitable help to the poor and needy in 
on intelligent and just manner, but also 
in helping us to guard against the danger 
of imposition and false representation 

"The Salvation Army Shelter ia an in- 
stitution which deserves our warmest 
commendation and thanks. The excel- 
lent arrangement of their food and shel- 
ter department has enabled us many a 
time to ob'ain at a rate — than which 
nothing could be cheaper — solid help for 
men in temporary miBfortune and need, 
and in some cases where the men have 
aho*u a willingness and capacity to 
work they have been helped by tho 
officers of the institution to get employ- 
ment. 

"In conclusion, I have to thank 
all those who have in any wayasBisted 
tho society to curry out the charitable 
aims for which it iB intended."

Men who have outfitted in Seattle for 
the Yukon are finding out very fast how 
much better it would have been for 
them to have got their supplies in Can- 
ada. When they discover that they 
have to pay duty and then are obliged to 
come to Victoria or some other coast 
town in British Columbia for their 
miners' lionBts, they get a rude awak- 
ening from the idea that foreigners cau 
walk into the Yukon with foreign sup- 
plies without let or hinderence. At 
first they tried to secure licenses by 
proxy, but that is not allowed, and now 
the attempt is made during the hour or 
two stay of American vessels in port to 
get out the licensea before the boats sail 
again. Yesterday morning soon after 
6 o'clock Collector Milne was wakened 
by partieB of miners driving up to bis 
door and asking that he would rush 
them out licenses, as they had come on 
the Kingston and wanted to get back on 
the return trip of the vessel at S o'clock. 
Collector Milne, however, doeB not keep 
licenses in his house, and so the visitors 
had to do like other people— wait for the 
office to open at its usual hour.

COLWOOD CHURCH. 

A Successful Inaugural Gathering and 
Christening Ceremony. 

The social at Colwood announced for 
the evening of the 8th inBtant duly took 
place and waB in every respect a great 
Buccess. The doors were opened at 7 :30 
o'clock and by 9 o'clock upwards of 200 
people were present. Among the divines 
who came from town were Rev. L). Mac- 
Rae, Rev. W. L. Clay and Rev. P. C. L. 
Harris, in company with Mr. J. G. 
Brown, lpader and the other members of 
the First Presbyterian church choir. 
Rev. Dr. MacRae of St. Paul's church, 
Victoria West, was called upon to take 
the chair. In his opening remarks he 
spoke of having seen the pews, the win- 
dows and the doors in the old Craig- 
fiower church in which he preached in a 
few years ago. The programme then 
started was a long and [varied one, con- 
sisting of songs and recitations and in- 
strumental music. Speeches were made 
by Rev. Messrs. Clay, Harris and J. 
Robertson, missionary of Pender Island, 
and who had charge of this field some 
three years ago and who was then the 
means of getting the church started. 
Upon his leaving for college the matter 
was allowed to atand for over two years, 
ami during a high gale last march the 
building was blown flat to ttie grou.nl. 
Many kind and complimentary words 
were spoken by the different speakers 
on behalf of the missionary now in 
charge, Mr. L. A, Tjomaon, who his 
been the meaiiB of bringing the ehunh 
to a successful completion. In Rev. Mr. 
Clay's remarks he christened the church 
by the name of St. Matthew's. _ At the 
close of the programme the miesionaiy 
in charge came forward and presented 



The ccntinuation of the debate upon 
the speech from the throne occupied all 
yesterday afternoon in the local legis- 
lature, the remarks of the several mem- 
bers being listened to with interest by a 
changing crowd in the visitors' gallery. 
The buaiuesB of the day was prefaced 
with prayer by Rev. Canon Beanlands, 
and before proceeding with the order 
paper. 

Mr. Speakor Higgins informed the 
hoiiBe that two important matters had 
arisen, on which he asked the advice of 
the house. There had been standing 
objection to the presence of a number of 
gentleman not members or officers oi the 
legislature within the limits of the as- 
sembly hall. And again the acoustics of 
the chamber bad within the paBfc few 
days been demonstrated as bad, and he 
had, therefore, taken the liberty to in- 
vite the representatives of the press to 
take a more advantageous position on 
the floor of the house, this arrangement 
being, of course, subject to the 
approval of the house. He also aaked 
the house whether the floor of the 
chamber should be used hereafter as in 
the past for the purpose of " lobbying." 
Following the Eastern plan, he waB in- 
clined to favor the reservation of Beats 
on the floor of the house for ex-members 
of the legislature or for introduced dis- 
tinguished strangers. Both matters 
touched upon be left in the hands of the 
house, inviting an expression of opinion 
in each. 

Hon. Mr. Turner in reply regretted 
that the acoustics of the chamber had 
been found unsatisfactory, and while ad- 
mitting the importance of affording 
every facility to the presa, held with the 
Speaker that the gf neral public should 
not be admitted to the floor of the 
house. The members would always, he 
felt sure, be glad to see diatinguiahed 
guesta preBent aud treated with all 
courtesy, but from the commencement, 
the general public should be excluded 
from the floor of the liouee. (Applause. 

Mr. Kennedy (Xew Westminster) di- 
rected the Speaker's attention to still 
another matter requiring his attention. 
The intrusion of men in the gallery de- 
signed for the special accommodation of 
the ladies. 

This subject had already been brought 
to his notice. Mr. Speaker said, and 
cause for complaint should not again 
arise. 

Dr. Walkem, (South Nanaimo), with 
reference to the accommodation of the 
preas representatives, doubted if the 
change made would be for the better. 
He asked Mr. Speaker to contrast lo- 
day's treatment of the reporters 
in the lcgblature with that ac- 
corded hini'-r 1 tl> . Wnikem) and Mr. 
Speaker when uiey nrfat reported the 
proceedings of the local parliament, and 
were glad to find a place in the gallerj' 
and hold their note books while they 
chronicled the deliberations of the law- 
makers. With regard to the lobbying 
nuisance, he agreed that it was a sub- 
ject of general complaint, and regretted 
that parties intereated in billa before the 
house should not keep away while these 
measures were receiving consideration. 

Terminating the informal discussion, 
Mr. Speaker suggested that a committee 
on orders assist him in the preservation 
of the privileges of the floor and lobbies 
of the house.

Till! DEBATE ON TIIE SPEECH. 

Hon. Mr. Martin (North Yale) con- 
tinuing his remarks on the motion for 
roply to the speech of Hia Honor, first 
referred to the statement of the member 
for Vancouver (Mr. Williams) that in the 
matter of the crown grant to the Nelson 
& Fort Sheppard railway, the govern- 
ment had gone beyond the authority of 
the act and the intention of the legisla- 
ture. On the contrary ho declared there 
had been Btrict compliance with both 
the statute and the legislature's wiBh. 
The grant had been made under the ex- 
press instruction of the act that where 
the lands could not, owing to prior oc- 
cupation or other cause, be got in alter- 
nate blocks, they mignt In selected in 
any other part of the West Kootenay die- 
t r ict. The member for Vancouver had 
als i gone out of his way to criticise the 
a senco of the Attorney-General, which 
afforded ono reason for the delay in the 
initiation of the session. Ab a fact, the 
Attorney-General bad .been obliged 
through illness to leave the province for 
a time, and he thought that under these 
circumstances the remarks of the hon. 
member for Vancouver were both un- 



called for and unkind. In connection 
with the cauBea of the delay in the open- 
ing, it might be noted that a chief reason 
was that the new buildings could not be 
compktid earlier— bad weather pre- 
venting the arrival of _ naceseary 
materials. As to the location of the 
buildings, still harped on by certain 
members of the opposition, he would 
once more Bay that he had not voted for 
Ih9 construction of the buildings 
at Victoria, this having been one of the 
few questions of policy Jin which he had 
found himself as a representative of the 
people of Yale, obliged to vote against 
hia colleagues. But when the majority 
of the house decided that the time had 
come to build a new home for the parlia- 
ment of British Columbia and to build it 
at Victoria, he felt it his duty to bow to 
the decision of the majority, and as 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
to do all in his power to carry out tbo 
thus expressed wishes of the people as 
economically and expeditiously as pos- 
sible. The opposition had grumbled at 
the old buildings as unlit for the 
legislators to occupy; now they 
grumbled because suitable premises 
had been seeured. They would 
always grumble, but he felt that 
he had done his duty and the coun- 
try in its new government buildings had 
made a good bargain. With reference to 
the remarks of the seconder of the re- 
ply, he was glad to see that the honor- 
able member for Cariboo recognized the 
desirability for immediately opening up 
means of communication between the 
district which bo represents and the 
Teslin LakB country. He could assure 
that honorable member that the gov- 
ernment was not ignorant of the im- 
portance of the connection desired ; he 
had indeedjalrf ady communicated with 
the government agents at Lillooet and 
other places, asking that they report to 
the department of lands and works 
as to the cost of building such a 
road as the honorable member suggested, 
from Quesnelle mouth to Telegraph 
Creek. He did not think anything else 
in the speeches of honorable gentlemen 
opposite called for explanations by him, 
and closed amidst applause by congratu- 
lating the mover and seconder of the 
reply on the success of their efforts. 

Mr. Kennedy (New Westminster) felt 
difficulty in approaching the speech 
from the throne, as its paucity of matter 
left little to be said with it aB the text. 
He would therefore have to say more of 
the things which were omitted from the 
speech than of those included. Aa to 
the new parliament buildings, of which 
bo much had been said in praise — he had 
kicked before construction waB decided 
upon, bb he had not then thought the 
country ready for the building of such a 
palace. Now that the buildings were 
completed, no doubt in a manner credit- 
able to those constructing them, he still 
found it his duty to kick at certain de- 
fects which should not have been allowed 
to occur. The legislative chamber, he 
held, was total unfitted for the purposes 
for which it had been designed— itB 
acoustics were not what they should be; 
the people in the galleries could not see 
the Speaker's chair; means of egress 
from the galleries was badly wanted— 
and worBt ommiasion of all, no suitable 
provision had been made for the accom- 
modation of the press, while the light- 
ing was so bad that the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works had been 
forced the previous evening to move the 
adjournament of the debate aB he could 

not see 

Hon. Mr. Martin— That was the fault 
of my failing eyesight, not the lighting. 
(Laughter). 

Mr. Kennedy, continuing, held that 
in the plate bearing the names of those 
chiefly entitled to credit in construction 
of the magnificent architectural pile, 
omission had been made of the name of 
Mr. Howell, the clerk of works, than 
whom no one was more entitled to last- 
ing congratulation for the economical 
and satisfactory carrying out of the ar- 
tist's design. While on the subject of 
public buildings he held that the gov- 
ernment should pursue the same liberal 
policy with regard to the hospital for tl e 
insane at New Weslmineter as it bad in 
connection with the buildines of which 
the legislature had now taken posses- 
sion. He censured the government lor 
paying so much attention to the comfort 
of the legislators and civil servants, and 
so li.tle to that of the shivering wretches 
in the asylum at the city from which he 
came. 'J h 3 improvement of the i sylum 
should bo taken in hand as the parlia- 
ment buildings had been, with no more 
patchwork repairs, but by the construc- 
tion of suitable premises for tbiB im- 
portant charity , now homed in prem- 
ises that were a disgrace to the 
countiy. Another omission from 
the speech which ho regretted was 
connection with the construction 
of a traffic bridge o ver the Eraser. No 
Buch structure yet existed from the 
mountains to the river's mouth, and it 
was high time that the government did 
something to Becure Buch a bridge and 
so promote the development of the rich 
agricultural districts on either shore. 
With regard to tbo revival in the lumber 
industry commented upon in the speech, 
he had considerable to say, the burden 
of hia remarkB being with reference to 
the necessity of enforcing the log scaling 
act, and ridiculing the BuggeBtion that it 
was impossible to carry out the provi- 
sions of this measure. The payment of 
grand jurors was next touched upon, the 
member for Now Westminster hop- 
ing to bpo something done in 
the direction of putting tl e 
grand and petit jurors on an equal foot- 
ing before the close of the session now 
opening. Mortgage tax came in its turn, 
and then the member for the Royal 
City devoted hiinBelf to the connection 
of the Premier and Honorable Presi- 
dent of the Council with the directorate 
of mining companiea. Ho was surprised 
that the Premier Bhould have defended 
his course in this matter, and proposed 
to quote the comments of the London 
Continued on yajc Six.

Statist, a paper which he felt Bure the 
Premier would not claea aa a ecurrillous 
sheet, in regard to the principle in- 
volved. . 

Premier Turner ( inter jeetinRl— It is 
well known as such. At the time that 
the British Columbia loan was iloatcd it 
was (]iiite ready to praise up that loan 
in the event of receiving a £100 adver- 
tisement. This advertisement the 
Statist did not get, and bo it did not 
praise the loan. 

Mr. Kennedy was proceeding with his 
quotation, when 

Mr. Speaker directed his attention to 
the fact that an action at law was now 
pending touching the matters which he 
was introducing in debate, and that this 
action barred discussion, of the subjects 
in question, as public opinion might 
thereby be influenced. In support ol 
this ruling Mr. Speaker quoted May's 
Parliamentary Vractico, p. 308: "A 
member while speaking to a question 
. may not refer to matters pending 
judicial decision." Reference was also 
made to the same authority at page 310 
— " matterB imad judication in the courts 
of law should not be made the subject of 
debate," still another reference being 
given, to page 264, 

Dr. Walkem maintained that the 
ruling and authorities quoted did not 
apply. The connection of the Premier 
and "the President of the Council with 
London mining companies was not the 
subject of adjudication in the courtB— it 
was the language used by .the Province 
newspaper in commenting upon that 
connection. He supported Mr. Ken- 
nedy's contention that he had a right to 
read from the Statist or any other news- 
paper with regard to the connection of 
the two ministers with the companies in 
question. 

.Mr. Booth agreed that the point 
raised was well taken, but also inquired 
what question was it before the courts? 
Not fie right or otherwise of the minis- 
ters of the crown to accept positions on 
the directorates of foreign mining com- 
panies. The legislature was the only 
court capable of pronouncing upon the 
propriety of this, and he thought this 
was perfectly legitimate subject of dia- 
cussion — it did nut in any way touch the 
libelling or otherwise of the ministers in 
connection with which the action had 
arisen that was now before the courts. 
If the legislature could not calmly and 
dispassionately discuss now the princi- 
ple involved iu this matter, the mem- 
bers would be obliged very shortly to 
discuss it beforo the people. 

Mr. Speaker replied that if it were do- 
sired to discuss the attitude of the min- 
isters in connection with businees ven- 
tures of the kind in question, the proper 
course would be to bring in an abstract 
resolution. The hon. member for North 
Victoria had eaid that the legislature 
was the proper court for the discussion 
of this question — he must also remem- 
ber that the court of public opinion had 
to bo considered, and that pending the 
decision of the actions at law referred to, 
nothing should be done to influence this 
court. 

Mr. Booth — This court of the people is 
the court of last resort ; it would be pre- 
ferable to consider the matter in the 
house. 

Mr. Speaker again took the ground 
that an abstract resolution constituted 
the proper procedure to reach the end 
aimed at by the memer. The quostion 
hadbeeu brought forward by the leader 
of the opposition^ and cotnbatted by the 
Premier, and now the member for New 
Westminster was endeavoring to intro- 
duce the opinion of a Loudon journal 
which, indirectly at all events, bore upon 
the su^jict matter of the case before the 
cjurts. 

Mr. Forster took other ground, hold- 
ing that the opinion of the Province and 
the language in which it was expressed, 
and not the comment of the Statist as to 
the advisability of miniatersof the crown 
lending their names for the promotion 
ut mining cumpauies, was the matter he- 
tore the courts, and therefore to be 
avoided by the legislature. 

Mr. Kennedy was ultimately allowed 
to proceed, with the promise of tho 
Speaker that he would check him if he 
reached objectionable matter, he being 
uninterrupted as he read his selection 
from the London newspaper — a quota- 
tion already published and republished 
in connection with the attack upon 
Hon. Mr. Turner. The London Times, 
the Pall Mall Gazette and oth?r reput- 
able papers, he said, were a ike con 
demnatory in tone of the principle at 
stake, and he himself regardel it as a 
form of political immorality that must 
cease at once, 

Mr. Smith (Lillooet) congratulated 
the mover and seconder of uie icply, 
Some had Bjioken of theirs as a very 
ordinary duty, but on the contrary he 
held it to be quite toe reverse, and lie 
was certainly convinced that all would 
agree the two members had performed 
that duty pleasantly and ably. lie was 
aWo pleased to congratulate the govern- 
ment and the country on the completion 
of the new parliament buildings, in the 
construction of which all concerned had 
done well. The completed result was 
(TOO I value for the money ex- 
truded ana a credit to Britinb Colum- 
bia. He had voted for the buildings when 
they were decided upon, because he 
knew new oflicos lor the departments to 
tie necessary, although ho was at the 
time a little apprehensive as to the, cost. 
Now, however, no one could assert that 
the work had been unwise or premature- 
ly taken in hand, nor are the buildings 
any more commodious than required for 
the actual or prospective business of the 
government. The opposition ha J, he 
Had noticed, found many old faults with 
the government, but lie noticed also 
that no hint had yet been offered as to 
how the government might have done 
better. lie complimented the govern- 
ment on the general prosperity of the 
country and the extraordinary develop- 
ment of its varied resources. Great 
changes had taken place in the 
ininiug regions of tho prov- 
ince, largely as a result of 
intelligent railway building, and he 
hoped that Lillooet in this connection 
would not escarve the attention of the 
government, as it was a district fruitful 
in resources, which only required as- 
sistance in oponing up. Klch discoveries 
of gold, silver and other raotala were be- 
ing made in all parts of the province, 
and in regard to these too much credit 
could not be given tho courageous pros- 
pector, who did more than any other 
.tnau to promote tho advancement of the 
country. Many obstacles, ho regretted 
i.i see, were thrown in the way of the 
miuer and prospector, and thcBe 



iuBtance of the peculiar views some 
people held with regard to minora and 
their conditions, the member for Lillooet 
quoted tho province in itB remarks re- 
cently on the subject of miners' licenses. 
In this article it waa eaid: " The ques- 
tion of minora' licenses will probably 
form the subject' of diacusaiou at the 
forthcoming session of tho legislature. 
The miners have been agitating for some 
time paBt to have the licenses removed, 
not so much apparently because they 
feel the burden of $5 a year— for that 
with thegreat majority of them is neither 
here nor there— but because the men 
who work in coal mines are not taxed 
also. It is, however, a question 
whether in the interests of the 
men themselves the licensing sys- 
tem should not be retained, and in fair- 
ness extended eo aa to include coal 
miuers. A license is practically a cer- 
titicati of character. A man who has 
one is in a senso guaranteed by the gov- 
ernment. If he misbehaves himself his 
license is cancelled, and he cannot get 
work in the mineB of this country at any 
rate." This was to the member for 
Lillooet something new and original, 
tie had never before heard of the govern- 
ment beirg supposed to cancel the 
mil e 's licetB', nor had he beforo heard 
it spoken ol as a certificate of gocd 
character. Personally he differed with 
the* opinion expressed in the 
quotation he had read, favoring 
ttio abolition of tho licenses for 
mineis working for wages, even if 
to mafte amends for the loss of revenue 
involved it were necessary to increase 
the cost of records. He referred also to 
a report in the Critic of a meeting of 
mining engineers held recently in the 
city of Vancouver, in which the member 
for that city was quoted as having said 
that " in the past he had had to light 
legislation detrimental ta mining, andaa 
a result had had the doors of a legisla- 
tive committee shut in his face." This 
he (the member for Lillooet) could only 
take as a reference to tho mining com- 
mittee ol tho house, of which lie was 
chairman, and say that he had never 
known such a thing to have occurred 
nor had he ever heard of it. He regret- 
ted that the member for Vancouver (Mr, 
Williams) was not in his place, ai 
he should have much appreciated seme 
explanation from bim. Taking up in 
detail the wants and conditions of hia 
own district, the member for Lillooet 
presented forcibly tho claims it had upon 
the government for public works, par 
ticularly in the nature of roads to give 
an outlet to the produce of the district, 
as well as to open up and make produc 
ing the rich mines. Aa an illustration 
of how tbe businesB of the district was 
being carried on, the member showed 
how in the fiscal year ending 30th June 
last there had been a surplus of revenue 
over expenditure of $10,718, the revenue 
having been $27,000 odd and the 
expenditure but little more than 
$LU 000. If still more recent figures w ere 
desired, he might say that in the year 
ending 31at January last the revenue for 
the west riding had been .$24,65)0. and the 
expenditure $11,562, or a balance to the 
credit of the west riding of $12,531, or 
more than half the revenuo unexpended 
No doubt the eastern part of tho district 
would make an equally favorable show 
ing. These figures would, he thought, 
justify thq government in Betting apart 
a fair sum in the estimates for the con 
struction of the roads and trails required 
for the development of the district. 11 
took exception to the opinions expressed 
by speakers on the other side as to 
the feeling of the people toward the gov 
ernment, and thought the approaching 
election would demonstrate quite 
conclusively as the laBt that the present 
management of the affairs of the prov- 
ince thoroughly commended itself to the 
people of British Columbia. All the 
prophecies of reverses to the govern 
ment were based by their opponents on 
the hope of office, and as in years gone 
by, were not to be counted for anything. 
Such talk ae they were indulging in was 
directed entirely to the new arrivals in 
the province, who had not seen how the 
provincial business was mismanaged 
when the preBent opposition got it in 
their hands; if the newcomers would 
study the history of this period, they, 
with the veterans of the province, would 
take good care that the experiment 
should never again be tried. As 
to the payment of jurors he 
hoped to see it arranged 
for at an early date, as he had never been 
able to understand the justice of taking 
one man sixty miles from hie work to be 
a grand juror, and another to be a petit 
juror, and paying the one and not the 
other for hia loss of time. He thought 
the government could be trusted to give 
thia matter careful consideration, and 
hoping that etich increased public works 
would be provided for aa would materi-' 
ally advance the prosperity and progress 
of the province, and increase its revenue 
correspondingly, he had pleasure in sup- 
porting the motion for tho reply. (Ap- 
plause). 

Mr. Kidd (Richmond) confined him- 
self chiefly to a criticism of the finances 
of th" province and their administra- 
tion, first c intraating the estimated and 
the actual revenues for the past ten 
years and maintaining that the govern- 
ment had been over-oxpending at tho 
rate of $360,000 per annum ; at the same 
time he found fault with the govern- 
ment for-not having done yet more in 
the matter of roadB and bridges. He 
held that the expansion of tho revenue 
was no credit to the government, nor 
was the preEent gratifying prosperity of 
the province. Tho alleged imperfect 
collections of revenue tax throughout 
the province, water appropriation, 
neglected roadB, unwisely borrowed 
money, the high cost of education 
and the tendency to sacrifice 
the intoreBts of tho common 
people lor the ad vantage of capitalists in 
connection with railway promotion were 
the heads under which ho subsequently 
addressed himself to tho Speaker and 
the house, closing by expieeaing the hope 
that something would soon be done to 
provide a suitable road from the I'eui 
berton Meadows to tho Coaat. 

Mr. Rogers (Uariboo) paid his compli 
ments to the province, the government, 
and the constructors on the completion 
of tho magnificent now buildings, the 
expenditure in connection with 
which ho considered moat wise 
and already justified. Tho prom- 
ised redistribution measure he endorsed 
as necessary, while commenting upon 
tho fact that population is at tho pre- 
sent time so unsettled that a permanent 
arrangement of districts would not be 
expedient or desirable. He was glad to 
see that the government intended to 
give all due attention to tho construc- 
tion of rail wave, for theao were the 
arteries of u country's prosperity. The 



would I Kooteaay country owed itB prosperity 
Aa an to-day to the railways which cave accebd 



to its mines, and an oven greater coun 
try was now awaiting development to 
the north, tho gnat gold belt passing 
through Cariboo and Cassiar diatricta 
into the Yukoi c untry. With railways 
no believed this section would prove 
rich beyond the anticipation of its moat 
sanguine friends. At the same time 
he hoped that in tho encouragement of 
railway enterprise hereafter the gov- 
ernment would he more generous 
with money asBiBtance, and less liberal 
with the public lands. As for tho pro- 
posed road from Quesnelle mouth to 
telegraph Creek, a large traffic would 
undoubtedly go through by this route to 
the Yukon immediately, justifying tho 
building of the road, while at the Barne 
time a rich mineral region would be 
opened up. He submitted that tho 
government would be wise to do all in 
its power to secuie the oponing up of 
this section, and aa he had not time at 
command to go aa fully aa he wished 
into the questions of tho day, ho moved 
the adjournment of the debate, 

ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Semlin asked — Haa any applica- 
tion been made to the Pi ivy Council 
direct for lpave to appeal against the 
judgment of the full court in the caae of 
ivl idden v. the Nelson and Fort Sheppard 
Railway Company ? 

Hon. Mr. liberie roplied— The govern- 
ment ia not aware that the plaintiffs 
have made any application to tho Privy 
Council for leave to appeal. The gov- 
ernment intervened for the purpose cf 
making such an application to the full 
court, but the same was refused, aud the 
advisability of applying for special leave 
to tho Pi ivy Council is under considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Sword asked — "What are the rates 
at present at which tho London brokers 
are authorized to proceed with the con- 
version of tho loans of 1S77 and 1SS7, and 
at what dates were these rateo estab- 
lished ? 

Hon. Mr, Tamer replied— Conversion 
of bonds issued under Loan Act, 1S77, 
entirely discontinued 7th April, 18117. 
Present rate of conversion of loan of 1887 
tixed at 115 at same date. 

Mr. Graham atk'd— What atepa, if 
any, have been taken to enforce the 
provisions of the Act to amend the Cat- 
tie Act and amending Acts, chap, 7, 
189C? 

Hon. Mr. Eberts replied — There is no 
reason to suppose that tho Act is not 
being curried out, and consequently no 
prosecutions have been instituted for of- 
fences against the Act. A prosecution is 
the only method of enforcement pro- 
vided by the Act. 

Mr. Kidd asked— What amount of 
cash stood to the credit of the govern- 
ment of this province, on its bank ac- 
counts and in the treasury, on tho 10th 
inst.? 

Hon. Mr. Turner replied— To answer 
this question without explanation might 
have a misleading tendency. Such in- 
formation in due course will be sup- 
plied by the public accounts committee. 

Mr. Graham asked — (a.) How many 
joint stock companies holding free 
miners' licensee on June 30, 1807, took 
out new licensee, under the provisions of 
section 22, "Mineral Act, 1S07"? (b.) 
What was the total amount paid to the 
government on account of such licenses'.' 

Hon. Mr. Turner replied — (a.) 447. 
(b.) $42,700. 

Mr. Vedder asked— Was any investi- 
gation made into the manner in which 
the inquest was held on the body of 
Thomas Thomson (killed by the steamer 
Rithet coming into collision with the 
fishing skiff in which he was)? If so, 
were any, and what, Bteps taken in re- 
gard to the same? 

Hon. Mr. Eberts replied— 1. Yes, the 
manner of holding tho inquest was in- 
vestigated. 3. The result of the investi- 
gation waa not such as to call for any 
action. 

Mr. Kelhe asked — Why is tho revenue 
c:lle*cted in the Nakusp office credited 
to the Nelson office? 

Hon. Mr, Turner replied — Simply as a 
matter of convenience. It is quite im- 
material to which office in West Koote- 
nay district the sub-coilectora account, 
as there ia no distinction in the revenue 
collections for Last Riding, 

Mr. Kellie asked — 1, What proposi- 
tion (if any, did you make the Dominion 
government in regard to co-operation in 
protecting the river hank at Revelstoke? 
2. Have you received any reply, and, ii 
bo, what does the Dominion government 
propose doing in the matter? 

Hon. .Mr. Turner replied— Tho pro- 
vincial government made proposals to 
tho Dominion government to join in the 
immediate construction of the necessary 
works — the province to pay one-third 
(not exceeding $15,000) of tho entire 
cost. The Dominion government has 
not yet agreed to these proposals. 

With regard to Mr. Semlin's question 
in connection with the intention of the 
government as to the maintenance of 
the A giint, (ipneral 's office in London, 

Hon. Mr. Turner pointed out that the 
information sought was in the nature ol 
a disclosure of a part of government 
policy. If thia question were answered, 
the hon. gentleman might, with equal 
propriety ask (or a disclosure of any 
other item to be found in the estimates, 
Mr. Cotton asked— Haa the govern- 
ment taken any steps to ascertain whe- 
ther Ilia Excellency the Governor-Gen- 
eral has signified his decision as to Bill 
No. 1 of last Beesion, intituled the 
" Alien Labor Bill," which bill was by 
Hia Honor the Lieutenant-Governor re- 
served for hia consideration ; and, if so, 
what stens? 

Hon, Mr. Turner replied — Tho usual 
formalities with reference to bills passed 
by the legislature were carried out. The 
report of the Attorney' General on the 
several billa was in due coureo forwarded 
to his Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor. 
Nothing further has been done, nor is 
anything further required to be done, 
for when a decision haa been arrived at 
by His Excellency the Governor-General 
in Council, it will, in accordance with 
constitutional practice, be intimated to 
this government. 

Mr. Cotton asked : — Ie it the intention 
of the government to introduce legisla- 
tion to provide for tho inspection of 
boilers of steam engines, the inspection 
of which is not provided for by Domin- 
ion legislation? 

Hon Mr. Turner replied — Tho matter 
is being considered. 

Mr. Cotton aBked How much water has 
been applied fi r under the Water Clauses 
Consolidation Act up to 3Lst Deiember, 
1897, in quantities of 1,000 incles and 
over, and what is the annual renlal pay- 
able on same, and tho amount paid for 
recording? , 

Hon. Colonel Ilaker>eplied— From the 
returns received so 'far by the water 
commissioner, only two applications 
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Consolidation Act, in quantities of 1,000 
inches and over, up to the 31at Decem- 
ber, 1897; the rental of the same being 
$17 and $37 respectively, and the record- 
ing fees $86 and $185. 

Messrs. Armstrong, Sibbald aid L. 
Xorria are the only gold commissioners 
who have Eent in returns up to the pre- 
Bent time. 

Mr. Kellie asked— 1. Were the peti- 
tioners who recommended the appoint- 
in nt of John D. Sibbald aa gold com- 
missioner for tho Revelstoke mining 
division residents cf the district or noil- 
re.'ilect'?

and were released when they arrived 
there. Tho Islander encountered a largo 
number of steamers and vessels north- 
ward bound. On the 10th instant she 
passed the steamer Lady of the Lake; on 
the 1 1 tli the Danube was sighted just 
above Wrangel ; on tho 12th the tug 
Lome, towing the Richard III ; also tug 
Maude bound for tho scene of the virjck 
of tho Corona with wreckers. On the 
12th instant also the steamship Cleve- 
land waB sighted just above China Hat, 
and on the 13th an American revenue 
cutter was seen coming down Fitz Hugh 
sound. The steamer Topeka was as 
far as Seymour Narrows on her way 
north, and another Bteatner whose name 
was not ascertained wag at Plumper 
Pass. 

When the wrecked steamer Corona 
was passed by the Islander she was in 
precisely the same position as last re- 
ported. 

The Islander brought no additional 
news of the Clara Nevana disaster. 
There is no doubt iu the minds of the 
steamer's ofiicers that every soul on 
bL-iirii p'rialied. 

WHu the exception of the rough 
weather encountered the trip was un- 
eventful. 

When tho steamer Islander sailed 
north again this morning she carried 
about 400 passengers, 300 dogs and about 
400 tons of freight. Since she arrived 
from the north yesterday the cre.v were 
kept very busy emptying the freight 
Bheds which were liberally packed with 
goods of all descristions belonging to the 
prospectors. It was well towards; morn- 
ing before their labors were finished, and 
in the meantime most of the argonauts 
were asleep in the numerous improvised 
bunks erected iu the main saloou of the 
vessel. 

The crowd that went north on the 
Islander was perhaps as motley a 
one as lias ever left here. There were 
parlies from almost all points of Canada 
and tho United Staets. As is the 
case of many of the crowds that 
have gone North recently in Canadian 
steamers, the Islander's passengers were 
largely composed of Americans who 
came here to outfit and obtain mining 
licenses. California furnished perhaps 
the largest number of the islander's 
passengers, although a largo number 
came from Washington state aud Colo- 
rado. One party came from as far east 
as West Virginia. The scene at Turner, 
lieeton & Co. 'a dock last night was ono 
that will be repeated frequently during 
the present ) e.*r. Three hundred curs of 
all breeds and descriptions made 
a deafening noiBC, truck after 
truck carried into the vessel's 
capacious holds many tonB of provisions 
and supplies, and above all good-byeE 
were lustily shouted from tho decks of 
tho steamer to friends on the docks, add- 
ing much to the scene of activity and 
life. 

Although many miners and others 
tried to obtain passage North on the 
Islander on the plea that there iB alwaye 
room for one more, they were unable to 
obtain accommodation, Kvery bit of 
available space on the steamer hail been 
bought up. Had tho vessel been twice 
as commodious it is safe to say 
that almost the same thing would 
have occurred. Among the parties 
who went North on the lBiantler were : 
C. A. Fore and party of five from Cripple 
Creek, Colorado ; C. E. Rhodes and party 
of Sacramento valley, with oS tone of 
freight, by the Stikiue route; Maurice 
Andrews and wife of Hot .Springs, Col., 
who go to the Pfelly river to open up a 
ntore; Gregory Brothers ('hree) of West 
Virginia, with six tons of eupplies 
bought in Victoria; Ed. Gibson and 
party ol Los Angeles; Perry Brothers of 
Seattle; Boyd Brothers from Cariboo, 
who go up in the interests of the Hud- 
son's Bay Co. to Teslin Lake; W. L. 
Loveland of Saanich, who intends to 
freight between Skagwayand Lake Ben- 
net. The following party was made up 
in Victoria, and will go to Like 
Teslin ; Jack Hyland and Kobt. Hyland ; 
of Telegraph Creek ; T. Fairburn, of 
Montreal; A. Sheik, Victoria; Walter 
Kurtz and C. Campbell, also of Victoria. 
The party are taking in 500 pounds of 
supplies apiece. With the departure of 
the Islander many of the city hotels will 
now bo in a good position to accommo- 
date the rapidly arriving strangers. 
From the Dominion hotel alone sixty- 
eight gold seekers, who have been hero 
during tho past week outfitting, sailed 
on tho Islander, while' the Victoria, 
Queen's, Oriental anil other hotels also 
uent out a large number of argonauts.

TELLYOUR FRltNOS ABOUT IT 



Dr. Alfred O. Trebeck, who arrived on 
the Islander from Skagway yesterday 
morning and who is at present a guest 
at the Victoria, haB some interesting 
facts to relate concerning that town and 
the recent stirring events that have oc- 
curred there. Dr. Trebeck went to 
Skagway on Jan. 3 of this year and has 
since been following his profession in 
northern gateway of the gold fields. He 
describes Skagway as the roughest camp 
ho has ever seen, and he has spent Borne 
years in the mining camps of Australia. 
Law and order are unknown names in 
Skagway, he says, and vice is rampant 
in every quarter of the town. 

One of the interesting items of news 
Dr. Trebeck brings down is that the 
notorious "Soapy" Smith, with about 
fifty "boosters" at hia back, is running 
the town, and that he ia likely soon to 
be elected mayor. Under the regime of 
this man it ia not safe for respectable 
people to venture out after dark as hold- 
ups and Band-bagging are almoBt 
nightly occurrences. When the laBt 
crowds from the Is'ander and other 
Bteamers arrived at Skagway they were 
afraid to venture on the Btreeta after 
nightfall, and when the doctor left were 
making speedy preparations to leave the 
too " hot " town. 

Dr. Trebecfc gives perhaps the first 
reliable information regarding the recent 
shooting scrapes in Skagway. He thinks 
that Fay, who killed Deputy Marshal 
Rowan and Megrath, is at large now, 
and it waa reported that he would 
shortly return to Skagway. The doctor, 
who waa an eye-witnesa, gives the fol- 
lowing graphic account of the affair: 

" The affair occurred in Rice's Place, 
a notorious Baloon," he eaid. Megrath 
was crazy with Skagway whiskey, and 
accused Rice of swindling him. The 
latter Btruck him on the back of the 
head with a jimmy. When Megrath re- 
covered consciousness he went out, and, 
meeting Deputy Marshal Rowan, asked 
the latter to lend him Mb gun. Rowan 
instead of doing soaccompaniedMegrath 
to the saloon. Rice in the meantime in- 
structed Fay to shoot Megrath if the lat 
ter returned, and no eooner did the half 
cr6zed man enter the room than he was 
ehot down and Rowan met a similar fate. 
Then a meeting of the chums of Rice 
and Fay was called, which resulted in 
the latter being sent to Sitka, but it is 
safe to say he will get off without pun 
ishment. 

" Another shooting occurred a few miu 
utes after. Night watchman Jones, 
hearing the shooting, said, ' If there is 
Bhooting to be done, I'm in it,' and 
fired promiscuously into the street. One 
of his shots Btruck a habitue of tiie 
saloon in the knee and severely injured 
him. Next day Jones was told to get 
out of town, and he ia now in Juneau." 

Dr. Trebeck says that Mrs. Rowan, 
wife of the deputy-marshal 1, is recover- 
ing rapidly from the shock received with 
the newa of her husband's shocking 
death. 

Prize-fighter Slavin, who came from 
the North recently, according to Dr. 
Trebeck, fared badly in Skagway. He 
was robbed of ^300 and had to borrow 
$200 from Rice to get down here with. 

The first authentic report of deaths on 
the passes due to exposure and blizzards 
is brought down by the doctor. Accord- 
ing to his diary, on January 14 a barber 
who waB travelling through to Lake 
Bennett to open a shop waa frozen to 
death at the summit. On January 23 a 
white man, name unknown, was caught 
in a blizzard and frozen to death. On 
February 5 four white packers met 
death in a blizzard on the Chilcoot Pass. 
They were Americans, but their nameB 
were nevor learned. Tho most serious 
disaster occurred 011 February 7, when 
three Indian packers were frozen to 
death on the Chilcoot PaBs and two 
white men met a similar late on the 
White Pass. 

The remains of all the unfortunate 
men were brought to Skagway and Dyea 
and placed in rough boxos. They were 
then removed the cemetery on dog 
aleighs and deposited on the ground 
where they will remain until the ground 
thaws out in the spring. 

" In calm weather," Dr. Trebeck eaid, 
" the White and Chilcoot pasEeB are 
all right, but God help the man caught 
in them during a blizzard. The chances 
a e ono hundred to one against him," 



Speaking of the disaster that befell the 
Clara Nevada, Dr. Trebeck said that be 
talked with people at Juneau who came 
north on the steamer, and they pro- 
nounced her unaeaworthy. They said 
that on the trip up they were half suffo- 
cated with steam all the time, and that 
twice tho steamer was obliged to tie up 
in order to repair her boilerB. 

To show the spirit of ruffianism in 
Skagway Dr. Trebeck tells of a case that 
came before his notice. A newly arrived 
miner accidentally bumped againBt one 
of the "boosters" on the Btreet, and 
the next moment the latter faced him 
with a revolver, The stranger fell on 
his knees and begged for his life, and no 
doubt his abject attitude Baved him, for 
with a kick the ruffian left him, telling 
him to be careful where he went in 
future. 

Dr. Trebeck saye he hae enough of 
Skagway, and aB soon aB he outfitB here 
will go to Dawaon by way of the Stikine. 
Through the negligence of the post- 
maBter at Skagway Dr. Trebeck eayB he 
lost drafts aggregating $500 at that place. 

THE BOARD'S REPLY. 

School Trustees Say the Auditor Is Trying 
to Dictate to Them. 

The school board in their letter to the 
city council on Monday give the follow- 
ing reason for dissenting from the posi- 
tion Mr. Raymur, the city auditor, took 
in refusing audit to the board's financial 
statement. The letter reads ao follows, 
being addressed to the Mayor : 

VtcToitiA, Fob. 14, 1S98. 

Dear Siu,— In acknowledging receipt 
of your favor enclosing the auditor's 
reaaona for declining to. sign the annual 
financial statement of the Victoria City 
School Board, I am directed to atate 
that the trustees entirely dissent 
from the position Mr. Raymur 
has aBBiuned. In their opinion 
the auditor exceeds hie. duty in ques- 
tioning any policv which the school 
act places at their discretion. They 
submit that it is his duty to satisfy 
himBeb that the board has authority for 
the expenditure and that it is honestly 
I aid to tho parlies represented, without 
presuming to dictate to a responsible 
elective body who are obliged to carry 
on their duties in accordance with the 
provisions of the School Act. I am also 
requested to state that there is no foun- 
dation for the concluding remarks of Mr. 
Raymur aB to the ideas and dt aires of 
the trustees, with respect to himself. It 
is positively untrue to etate that "the 
trust eeB desire him to sign whatever may 
be put before him without comment or 
enquiry." On the contrary the fullest 
enquiry and investigation is desired and 
it is hoped that the auditor will com- 
plete his dutieB, it being unfortunately 
far easier for him to decline to sign 
than to carry the work to a finish.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Annual Keport of the Progress in Educa- 
tional Matters Throughout the 
Province. 

In the annual report of the public 
schools for the year ended June 30, 1897, 
Dr. Pope, superintendent of education, 
showB that the whole number of schools 
in the province laBt year was 244, and of 
these there were -1 high schools, 22 graded 
schools, 213 common schools and 5 ward 
schoolB. The total number of teachers 
and monitors waB 384, an increase of 34 
over the previous year. The total num- 
ber of pupilB enrolled waa 15, 70S, an in- 
creoae of 1,338 for tho year, and the per- 
centage of average daily attendance in 
city districta waa 71. 0G, and in rural dis- 
tricts 50.81. The cost of each pupil, 
baBed on the total enrollment, was 
$13.97, a decrease of $ .20 compared 
with the previous year. 

The expenditure by the provincial 
government during the* fiscal year for all 
purposes of education was: Education 
proper, $220,810 ; lands and works de- 
partment, $15,870 : a totai of $230,1180. 

The number of bova enrolled was 
8,105, an increase of 008 ; girls enrolled, 
7, 693 ; increase, 070. Pupils enrolled in 
high schools, -Hil ; number of Bchool 
districts, 190, an increase of six. Tne 
growth of the echool system in tho past 
ten years may be gathered by Hie fol- 
lowing comparison.

Dr. Pope in referring to the examin- 
ations for teacher's certificates makeB 
the following sensible remarks : 

" Neatness and accuracy in the execu- 
tion of work displayed in the papers of 
those endeavoring to qualify as teachers 
may be taken as an index of what may 
be expected to bo found in their school 
rooms, and it is gratifying to bo able to 
atate that considerable improvement in 
these respects was shown at this exam- 
ination. A grave error is committed 
when the candidate imagines that a 
knowledge of some of tho higher sub- 
jects will compensate for the lack of a 
good foundation in the common English 
branches. It will be readily conceded 
that the five most important 
subjects of an ordinary educa- 
tion are good reading, correct spelling, 
neat writing, knowledge of practical 
arithmetic and ability to express 
thoughts in an intelligent and graceful 
manner, both in apeech and on paper, 
livery applicant for a teacher'a certifi- 
cate should regard these subjects as of 
paramount importance, failure in any 
ono of which must lead to disappoint- 
ment." 

Inspector WilEon in hia report im- 
presses the fact that while a fair degree 
of excellence has been attained in read- 
ing, " very expressive reading seems to 
be aa uncommon ae in former years." 
Inspector Burna notes greater care in 
writing in the schools he viaited, and 
the general reporta show on the whole 
satisfactory progress being made in tte 
various BtibjectB taught. 

The moat notable event of the year to 
the children of the public schools of tho 
province waa the celebration of the 
Queen's Diamond Jubilee. Dr. Popo re- 
ters to this anil to the opportunity that 
wob taken to impreaa upon the minds of 
the pupils by lesson, by anecdote and 
by patriotic song the noble life of Her 
Majesty. Ho refers to tho presentation 
,of a silver medal by Mr. R. L. T. Gal- 
braith to the pupilB of Jiast Kootenay 
for competition, in remembrance of the 
Jubilee, and of the presentation by Mr. 
\V. H. Hayward, of Metchosin, of an oil 
painting of the Queen, for annual com- 
petition by the pupils of that district. 
Mr. Hayward gave a Bpecinl prize to the 
pupil who won laBt year, and Hon. C. 
10. Pooley tmve a prize to the pupil who 
came second.
